said in p art: 
"In p olitical matters, 1 take it that 
ou r chu rch is not called u p on to in­ 
terfere, bu t the 
m atter 
of 
school 
bou ds ju st now is not a p olitical qu es­ 
tion. 
Ou r chu rch, as a chu rch, is not 
entirely interested in bu ilding u p the 
chu rch as a chu rch, bu t it 
is 
also 
very vitally interested in the good of 
tne commu nity. From a moral stand­ 
p oint, I believe the p u lp it shou ld fa­ 
vor the school bonds. 
“Some of the school bu ildings u n­ 
der cons deration 
have 
been 
con­ 
demned as u nsafe. 
While they are 
continu ed in u se, we, as a commu nity, 


are p laced in a false 
p osition. 
We 
exp ose ou rselves to a tragedy, 
and 
p lace ou rselves in a p osition we can­ 
not. afford to occu p y. 
With the bu ild­ 
ings overcrowded, in case of fire, we 
as a commu nity wou ld be liable, and 
I believe it is ou r du ty as citizens to 
favor the erection of new bu ildings 
to take the p lace of those condemn­ 
ed.” 
Rev. Stevenson, in his sermon last 
n ght, referred to the school 
bond 
m atter in the following terms: 
“A failu re to p rovide the best p os­ 
sible edu cational facilities wodld be 
a shady reflection u p on ou r bu siness 
acu men, an indication of lack of mor­ 
al p ercep tion, a p roof th at we valu e 
; a dollar more highly than the p rop er 
develop ment of ou r boys and girls. 
If Santa Ana is to bid for the resp ect 
of the p u blic, is to invite the choice 
of the East to make ou r city a home, 
she mu st merit that resp ect and p ro­ 
vide for the cu ltu re that she wou ld 
attract. 
A narrow minded p olicy in 
regard to ou r schools will be a p osi­ 
tive damage to ou r children and a 
distinct detriment to ou r city. 
Let 
u s give ou r children the best, and of­ 
fer clear indu cements to those who 
wou ld come.”
